ESTIMATE OF PROBABLE EXPENDITURE. 


The Bill proposes, inter alia, to empower the Lord Lieutenant, with the concurrence 
of the Treasury, to regulate the Pay, Pensions and Allowances of the Irish Police Forces. 
(Royal Irish Constabulary and Dublin Metropolitan Police), and it is proposed to extend 
with necessary adaptations to these Forces the recommendations of the Desborough 
Committee which reported on the Police Service in England and Wales.

Appended are statements showing approximately the estimated increase involved 
in the annual cost of each Force. The amount of increased Pension charge, which cannot 
be given with any degree of accuracy, is estimated roughly as £30,000 in the case of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and £3,000 in the case of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, for the 
first year. 

In addition, small increases will be caused by the operation of Clauses 5 and 6 of the 

Bill.
